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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The substitute specification filed 1-25-05 has been entered. 
The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because language such as "The 
present invention relates" is improper. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the proper symbol or a label must be 
provided for all blocks shown in figures 1 and 2 in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .84N.O. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 10-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 10, line 1, the phrase "the respective vehicle axle" has no antecedent 
basis, "the" should be changed to -a-; line 2, the phrase "an inflation tire each, whose" 
is poor sentence structure and is indefinite. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 1 recites the method for allocating wheels of a motor vehicle wherein the 
tire pressure changes of the wheels are considered for the allocation and the wheels 
having almost identical tire pressure changes being allocated to one vehicle axle by 
taking into account a vehicle specific axle load. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bell, Kyrtsos et al, Adams et al, and Domanico are cited as of 
interent in showing related vehicle axle monitoring systems.
